The House Committee on Regulatory Reform was called to order by Chair Tyrone Carter.

HB 4177 (Rep. Tyrone Carter) An act to provide for the establishment of history
museum authorities; to provide for the powers and
duties of a history museum authority; to authorize
the levy and collection of a property tax by a
history museum authority; and to provide for the
powers and duties of certain state and local
governmental officers and entities.
